REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board, in submitting their annual report, 
would congratulate the town on the general prosperity and 
success of the schools during the year. Our corps of teach- 
ers have, for the most part, done their work faithfully, both in 
instruction and discipline. 

As informer years the schools have been more or less 
affected by sickness among the pupils, but not more so, per- 
haps, than. during the year immediately preceding. The 
average attendance has been better than for several years 
past. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. | 


This school has had two teachers during the year. Miss 
Mary L. Nims of Keene and Mrs. Jennie B. Foster of Wal- 
pole. The former during the Summer term, and the latter 
during the Autumn and Winter. The whole number of 
weeks’ instruction was 31, ten weeks each the first and second 
terms, and eleven the third term. The whole number of 
pupils, 25 the first term, 29 the second, and 36 the third. 
Whole number of different pupils, 46; average number be- 
longing to the school, 27; average daily attendance, 25 ; num- 
ber of pupils that have not been‘absent at all during the year, 
2}; instances of tardiness, 18; number of visits by the School 
-Board during the year, 24; number of visits by parents, citi- 
zens and others, 85. Both these teachers have been very 
faithful and efficient, and their services highly satisfactory, 
and the school has rarely done better than during the past 
year. Roll of perfect attendance: For the first term, 4;

for the second term, 9; for the third term, 9. Two scholars 
only, Jennie E. Hale and Florence H. Silcox, have been per- 
fect in their attendance through the year. 


NORTH PRIMARY. 


This school has been under the charge of Miss Fannie 
Johnson of Keene. The number of pupils has been larger 
than for several years, quite a number of families having 
moved into the district within the year. The number of weeks’ 
instruction has been 30. Whole number of scholars 56, 26 
boys and 30 girls; average number belonging to the school, 
40; average attendance, 37. Roll of perfect attendance: 
For the first term, 4; second term, 20; third term, 8. One 
only, Florence M. Hale, has been perfect in attendance 
through the year. There would have been several more, 
probably, but for the prevailing influenza. Miss Johnson has 
been a faithful and successful teacher and was beloved by her 
pupils and their parents. The improvement in the school has 
been quite satisfactory. Four from this school entered the 
Grammar school at the beginning of the last term. Number 
of visits by the School Board, 14; number of visits by oth-

SOUTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school has been under the charge of Miss Alice M. 
Heath, of Jaffrey, four successive terms. During the year 
she has taught 29 weeks—two terms of ten weeks each, and 
one of g weeks. Whole number of pupils, 47: average num- 
ber belonging to the school, 35. Roll of perfect attendance: 
First term, 13; second term, 10; third term, 2. None have 
been perfect in attendance through the year. The average at- 
tendance in this school has been more affected by ill health 
than in any other during the winter term. Miss Heath has 
taught in town about two years, in consecutive terms, and has 
been an unusually successful teacher, having had the good-will 
of the parents and scholars. Number of visits by the School 
Board, 8; number of yisits by parents and others, 45.

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During the Summer and Fall terms this school was under 
the instruction of Miss Minnie A. Lamson, of Hinsdale, and 
in the Winter by Miss Jennie M. Ellis, of Keene. The whole 
number of weeks schooling, 26. Miss Lamson taught to 
weeks in the Summer and to weeks in the Autumn, and Miss 
Ellis only 6 weeks in the Winter. The whole number of 
pupils was 11 in the Summer, 14 in the Autumn, and only 4, 
all the children. of Mr. Foster, in the Winter. In all, 14 
different pupils; average number belonging to the school, 8; 
average attendance, 7. Roll of perfect attendance for the 
year, 2; Alice M. Foster and Nellie L. Foster. Only four 
cases of tardiness during the year: visits of School Board, 8; 
visits of parents and citizens, and others, 95. Miss Lamson 
is worthy of all praise for the ability and enthusiasm with 
which she entered into her work, and the great success of her 
faithful labors. The school has never made greater progress 
than during the two terms she taught. 


EAST. HILL, DIS PRICES 


This school has had two terms during the year. The Sum- 
mer term of ten weeks under the charge of Miss Mertie M. 
Platts, of Jaffrey, and the Fall term, under the charge of Miss 
Lona E. Foster, of Troy, 11 weeks. Number ‘of weeks’ 
schooling, 21; whole number of pupils, 7; average daily at- 
tendance, 6. Roll of perfect attendance not reported, except 
for the Summer term. which was four. These teachers were 
both quite young, having never taught before, but in general 
gave good satisfaction. Visits by the School Board, 7; visits 
by parents and others, 23. 


MERRIFIELD DISTRICT. 


This school has been taught three successive terms by Miss 
Belle Corey of Troy. Whole number of weeks. 17; Sum- 
mer term, 8; Fall term, 9; whole number of pupils, 9; aver- 
age daily attendance, 6; roll of perfect attendance, 4, Nellie 
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M. Goodenough, Mary A. Goodenough, Clara L. Merrifield, 
Anna M. Merrifield; number of visits by School Board, 6; 
visits by parents and others, 43. Miss Corey has had _ the 
confidence of the parentsand the love of her pupils, who 
have made evident improvement under her instruction. 


In concluding this report your School Board would empha- 
size the importance of securing good teachers — teachers every 
way qualified for their work, and who give themselves wholly 
to it. In this respect we think we have been more than usually 
fortunate the past year. 

A really competent teacher who loves the occupation and 
is enthusiastic in it will, under favorable circumstances, have 
a good school; but an incompetent teacher must, under all 
circumstances, be a failure. The success of the school 
depends more upon the teacher than anyone else. But, in 
order to obtain the best results, there must be co-operation on 
the part of all who feel interested in our public schools; and 
it is gratifying to be able to report an improvement in this 
respect during the past year. ‘This appears from the fact that 
the number of visits to the schools by parents and others has 
been very largely in advance of many former years. ‘The 
whole number of these visits amounts to 384. This fact is 
very encouraging. It shows not only an increasing interest 
in the education of our youth on the part of the people, but 
shows, we think, that there is a better mutual acquaintance 
and co-operation between parents and teachers. This mutual 
co-operation we trust will continue and increase. 

It is, we think, a very wise provision, which our Legisla- 
ture has recently made, to supply all the pupils with school 
books at the public expense, so that from this time none need 
to be unsupplied, all sharing alike the benefits of this wise and 
beneficent law. These books will be under the supervision of 
the School Board, and may not be taken from the school room 
without the consent of the teacher. It is to be hoped that 
great care will be taken by the pupils, and all who have the 
handling of the books, that they should not be unnecessarily 
defaced or injured in any way. 
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We will only add in closing this report, that there is greatly 
needed a more convenient and suitable building for our Gram- 
mar school. Much has been said on this subject, and all are 
agreed that the Town Hall is not a suitable place for a school 
room. And we would submit to the town for its early con- 
sideration, the importance of erecting a new building for 
school purposes in the village.

There have been three alarms of fire the past year. 

March 2. The hotel fire which was reported in the re- 
port for year ending March 1, 1889. 

March 31, caused by the burning out of a chimney in the 
house occupied by Mrs. Nancy Wheeler. No damage. 

November 26, caused by a fire at kiln shed at the brick 
yard. Loss $150. 

We have purchased 400 feet of hose, 4 extension ladders 
and 2 ladder hooks. 

Built a cistern in the bounds of the Jaffrey highway near 
the Fisher Silsby house. | 

Repaired the cistern near the Baptist Church. 

The present fire apparatus is in a serviceable condition, 
but should be improved and kept up to as high a standard as 
circumstances will permit. 

If the town is to rely on hand engines, more cisterns 
should be provided for a supply of water for use at fires. At 
the present time much of the water would have to be thrown 
up hill, and in order to have effective work this should be 
avoided as much as possible.
